■vganl to Its cause without reaching 
any conclusion upon which all could 
agree 

Dr. George M. Croukl says In the 
Popular Science Monthly that right 
handedness U so thoroughly Ingratiat¬ 
ed In human nature that It must have 
been partially developed In the savage 
ancestors of the race. I*r1mltlve man. 
In his opinion, must have felt a definite 
need for the exercise of bis right hand 
In preference to his left, and that ne- 
maalty must have been recognised and 
obeyed for a long period couUnuoosly. 
The Impulse could not well have dic¬ 
tated his habits in eating, for knives 
■ *wi forks are of recent origin, the 
modern gun bad not been Invented, 
and writing was practically unknown. 
Moreover. In such operations as chip¬ 
ping arrowheads, weaving baskets and 
wielding cluha, bows and arrows it 
could not have mattered mach which 
hand was employed.
